OLD BRISTOL COURT HOUSE. 
'Die old court house and prison w'as 


built in 1703 on Ceilur street, between 
Market and Miillicrry, opposite the 
present Masonic Hull. It was two 
siorics high. The court room was on 
the second floor, entrance fiimi thu 
outside and a stationary whipping 
|iost attached to the outer nulls. We 
sometimes think something of this 
kind would he a good tiling to bleak 
up thu lawlessness that exists in some 
purls of our country.

This was converted into n school 
ollse and used as such for some years

There are many buildings of an-

It Is said that Mary Connor ap- 
proached a prominent member of the 
society of Friends telling him that 
tlie Methodist congregation of which 
she wa« a member, was badly in need 
of a suitable place to worship and re- 
questing a donation.

THE HOME OP PKNN. 


Let us now go back tu Pennsburg 
now called Penn's Manor, where Penn 
lived in 1082 i>ii<l 83, in Penn'c Palaee 
costing about 7000 pounds. History 
tells us the greater ]uut of the materi- 
als he brought from England. He, 
however, after u lapse of 16 yt ats, for 
lie only lived here about two years, 
0700-1701) being absent in Philadel- 
phia and New Castle with nix coun- 
cil, left in 1701 and was never enabled 
to return. 


About July, 1715, Bristol began to 


assume the apjwarance of a " Market 
Town."' Among the liberties asked 
for was that every street and opening 
toward the river and creek might be 
allowed to be a public landing. 
Ferries and landings were estab- 


lished, Hie one between Burlington 
and New Bristol as early as 1718. 
' The original road from the Falls to 
the Ferry at Bristol was called the 
King's Highway. After the Philadel- 
phia and Trenton Pike had 
been 
opened it was deemed essential by 
the townspeople that after a lapse of 
20 years, 1718, to the Interests of the 
place that It should be created Into a 
borough. 
BRISTOL IN THE KEVOLUTION. 


Bristol figured quite conspicuously 


during the revolutionary War. About 
.December, 1776, General Cudwallader 
had under h's command at Bristol an 
encampment of 9000 troops. Above 
the towp' about one-half mile there 
was a camp, part of which was vailed 
John Adams (standing army) and it 
lias been said that one of tbe captains 
stationed In this camp put an offend- 
ing soldier Into an oven as a punish- 
ment. 
' Tbe house standing now at the cor- 
ner of Mill and Otter streets, where 
once lived Uamuel Allen, Esq., was 
a guard house. 
This bouse was also 


wed a* an armory by a company of 
Bristol militia, It having since been 


throughout the town for Mis. Lnkcns. 
consisting of the Public Ledger and 1 
think the Morning Post nils tliu name 
of the other paper. 


ScptemlK'i, 1786, 
u charter 
was 


passed giving to tlie citizens certain 


ol uiiporute potters which lemiiined in

In 
184ft it licl'iiinu evident that u 


charter better suited to (lie circum- 
stances of ilic borough IHJCUIIIC appar- 
ent to its citizens and yet no decisive 
steps weie taken until June 184U. The 
Ilrlstol Giuettu which cume into ex- 
istence al this time was the first suc- 
cessfully to move the people to apply 
for a more elticlenl charier which was 
passed by the Legislature in 1851. 
The committee who framed this new 
charter on July 20, 1850, were Samuel 
Allen, Dr. Benjamin 
M alone, (State 


Senator) Andrew W. Gilkeaou, An- 
thony Swain, 
William H. 
Swift, 
Isaac Vunhorn, Gilbert Tomlinson 
and William Bach, reputable citizens 
of onr hoiough, every one whom I re- 
inembei In my youthful days. 


The iiiescnt town hall, with a mar- 


ket on Market street, was erected in 
18i!l at u cost ol SilT.W with a cupola 
attached and a clock placed therein tit 
a cost of $»74.40, the cost being partly 
defrayed with a lK.-u.ucit of Samuel 
Scotton, who was burgess in 1802, and 
filled other posts In the history of 
our town. 
Tlie upper floor was used by a bene- 


llclal association, which did much 
good service in its day, my father be- 
ing a nicmher for a long time. It was 
once used as u council eliamberand we 
think there is st'll a bell in the tow- 
er. However, we nave beard Its ring 
many times calling our people to at- 
tend election and other public occa- 
sions for the town hull foi a long 
time was Ihe only voting place in our 
midst. We hope to see this venerable 
editlce maintained in Its originality 
us one of the lundmaiks of our ancient 
borough. 


Near the town house was the termi- 
nus of the Philadelphia nnd Trenton 
Railroad Company, where, passengers 
were transferred to steamboats enioute 
to Philadelphia, hut the business was 
afterward transferred to Tacony, then 
to Kensington, to West Philadelphia 
and finally to the great Broad Street 
Station. 


F1NANCIAL INSTITUTIONS. 
Another imposing structure just 


above the town hall is the Farmers' 
National Bank of Bucks county, un 
institution of long standing, second 
to none in the county, and we might 
add in the State, noted for its busi- 
ness of solid character, and always 
managed by men of sterling integrity, 
and is now ably conducted with our 
esteemed fellow townsman, Charles 
E. Scott, us cashier, and his son, 
Thomas, us assistant. 
The Bristol 


Trust Company recently 
institute*! 


nearby, will, no doubt, make its mark 
in the financial circles «f our comiiiu 
nity being handled by such a force o 
oflicers as now are at tbe head of it.

One 
of our merchants had a country cus- 
tomer who made excellent butter, but 
it was noticed thac the lumps were 
not as large as usual and he called 
their attention lo It after some little 
thought, f< :riiig it might ollend the 
party, when he was met by Ihe as- 
sertion Unit the butler was weighed 
up by a pound of soap purchased at 
his store, they having lost the pound 
weight and had no other means to 
weigh the butter. 
The Delaware division of the Phila- 


delphia Canal had Its terminus at 
Bristol and for a time was the 
general depot for transhipment of coal 
from the Lchigb region, giving labor 
to a large number ol operatives and 
vessel men who must be fed, dollied 
and taker care of. Tit industry gave 
an active impulse to our business men 
of all kinds such as smith work, rope, 
harness and shoe making, and many 
other branches of various diameter. 


OWN IMPROVEMENT. 


One of the best Institutions to our 


mind for the Improvement of our 
town has been the building associa- 
tion, what year organized we cannot 
say. My father was a member of tbe 
Bristol Association from its first start. 
Many a man seemed a home by this 
means and they are now an important 
factor in the growth of our town. 


Evidently In the early history It 
was stipulated In the contract 01 lease 
of renting property between landlord 
and tenant the question of finding 
fuel. To prove this we have a paper 
reading as follows:

TO HAVE PIECE-MEAL REVISION. 


"Po|igun larlfl legislation" was a 


derisive term applied by Republicans 
to Hie |K>llcy of the Democratic- ma 
Jorlly in the House of 1891' In work 
Ing lor tariff reform schedule by selic- 
ilule iiiHtead of through bills of general 
revision. 
The House in that year 


sent to the Henale bills placing wool 
on the free list, and other hills ufTect 
ing certain other schedules or Items 
therein. These measures all died In 
the Republican Senate amid consider- 
able Itepulillcan laughter over the 
"|sj|igun" and "HC|Uirtgun" method 
of procedure In tariff reform. 


Word now comes from Washington 


that the Insurgent Republicans, some 
of tlie more conservative Republicans 
and Die administration favor similar 
procedure In futuie efforts at revision 
The plan which rl'ids much supjtoit 
In the dominant party is to take up 
first the wool and woolen schedule; 
after that has been revised then the 
cotton schedule could be taken np, 
and then the steel schedule, and w 
on. 
It Is stated that this phin so far 


finds support with the administration 
that the tariff tioard has I urn 
stitictcd to center its early inquiries 
rcs|tectlng differences In cost of pro- 
duction upon wool and woolens, to 
Hie end 
that Information n.oy lie 


available at the next or succeeding 
Congress session for dealing with this 
troublesome and out-of-date schedule. 


The idea of piece-meal revision is a 


gotsl one, provided real tariff leform 
and reduction are u anted ; and If it Is 
true that the administration favors 
*uch a plan it must IK* true that it 
seeks a substantial downwind revision 
such as the country tailed to gel in 
the. law of l«0». The Sprmgucld Re- 
lihnllcnn says that Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, has himself lalelv ad 
milted In substance ttiat the tanlf has 
liecn ImlJt up through a scries of bar- 
gainings among 
affected 
interests; 


and by the force of bargain It has 
lieen and is lieing held high where It 
Is. A general levlsion has to light all 
these Interests at once. They are all 
aroused at the same time and drawn 
to Washington together, where they 
iinlte In a common cause of resistance 
to any and all reductions quite re 
gardless of the irerltsof any particular 
case. 


If, on the other hand, Congress were 


to take up only one scehdnle at a 
time, such as the wool and woolen 
schedule, the Interests atleeted would 
lie less able to command the supixirt 
of other protected Interests in resist- 
ance to reform, and the ease would 
*tand u much letter chance of t>eing 
ronsldcrcd on its merits. If the pio- 
}MiHa) were to place wool on the free 
list, the growers could fume and 
threaten free trade for woolen goods, 
as of old, hut they could not so easily 
summon to their sup|>ort the steel and 
the other protected interests as when 
these other interests are themselves 
Immediately Involved In a revision. 
It is to be bo|x'd that tills course will 
l>e pursued and that the wool schedule 
will first lie taken up and dis|M>sed of 
on the hasls either of fur wool or a 
small ad valorem duty on the same—a 
I'liangc which would lie of vast Iwiie- 
llt to the manufacturing Industry, 
and only in the prosperity of the 
manufacturing Industry can the wool 
grower tlnd any permanent advantage.

A Custom That Can Be TreceJ Back 


to the Earliest Agei. 


Cremation has been practiced br 


most of the nations of the eanh fnun 
the earliest nges, and, although in p>i 
gan couutrles It may have taken the 
form of are worshiping, there eau tie 
no doubt that Its adoption by the un- 
dents was for tbe most pan prompt- 
ed by other than religious reasons. 
Greeks ascribe its introduction to Her- 
cules. who, having sworu to transmit 
the body of Argus to his father. 
thought this the most convenient way 
of fulfilling his promise. According to 
Homer, the burning of tbe dead waa a 
common practice among ' the Greeks 
long before the Trojan war. but the 
earliest record of It la among the 
gcythlans, who Inhabited the vast re- 
gion known under tbe uuiue of Tar- 
tary. Slender accounts handed down 
concerning the manners of some of tlie 
ancient natives of Hindustan also al- 
lude to the custom 
The Idea of puri- 


fication by fire was In all ngpK univer- 
sal. and with good reason 
Koine be- 


leved that the body was unclean after 
tbe departure of tbe soul, and It was 
therefore deemed necessary that It 
should be purified by fire. Ovid ex- 
pressed the general opinion of hi* time 
when he said that the ttonl was not 
completely separated from tbe body 
until the latter waa consumed on the 
pyre. The Athenians invariably after 
a battle burned tbe slain.

Why Smakf "Bull Down" When It 


l-savss a Chimney. 


"It's getting ready for a storm. See 


how the smoLe beats dowu just as 
soon as it comes out of the cblmuey? 
That's because tbe air Is so heavy It 
pushes the smoke dowu before It bos 
time to rise." 


One often hears this stated as fact 


concerning that most geneially talked 
of subject on earth, the weatber. The 
speaker was probably right under 
those conditions in prophesying a 
storm, but he was scarcely right In 
assigning as a reason tbat "the air Is 
so bcavy It pushes tbe smoke down." 


Nearly everybody knows It is easier 


to swim lu salt water than In fresh 
water. As salt water Is heavier than 
fresh water It Is evident that the heav- 
ier tbe liquid the greater the buoyant 
force. 


The atmosphere exerts a buoyant 


force upon the smoke from chimneys 
In exactly the same way that water 
exerts a buoyant force upon a swim- 
per. Therefore wben tbe smoke "beats 
down" as soon as It leaves a chimney 
It must be concluded tbat tbe buoyant 
force exerted upon It Is relatively 
small and that tbe air U not heavy, 
but light. 


A light atmosphere, or, rather, a 


sudden lessening of the pressure of 
the atmosphere generally, takes place 
before a storm. Therefore the smoke 
from chimneys, If observed Intelligent- 
ly, furnishes a pretty good weatber 
Indicator.—Chicago Record-Herald.
